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Date of notice of decision: 18 January 2013 
Summary of reasons for decision: 

The book is a photographic record, published in 1968, of the seemingly free and untrammeled 
lives of young boys in seaside settings in Portugal and Madeira. It includes numerous 
photographs of naked boys playing in and out of the sea and an equal number showing them 
clothed and taking part in daily activities. A handful of photographs show boys in nude poses. 
However, these are placed in an authentic context where nudity is clearly seen as natural to young 
boys. A reasonable person would not be likely to regard the book as sexual in nature. 

The book does not deal with matters of sex, or any other matters, under s3 (1) of the Films, 
Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act). Nor does it raise any issues under 
s3A or s3B of the FVPC Act. The book must therefore be classified as unrestricted. This 
classification is consistent with the right of freedom of expression as set out in sl4 of the New 
Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990.
